THE OLDEST.NEWSPAPER. 


It Was Ertstoliahed In China In the Eighth 


*- 
Century. 


The oldest newspaper in the world is 


the Tsing-Pao, or Peking News, founded 
in the year 710 A. D. Until quite late- 
ly it was generally supposed that the 
Kin Pan, a Chinese journal published 
in Peking for the last thousand years, 
was the oldest newspaper in the world. 
In a very able work recently published, 
however, Imbault Hnart, the French 
consul at Canton, shows that ibis high 
honor belongs to the Tsing-Pao, which 
has been published continuously since 
the year 710~ and is even said to have 
been founded some 200 years before 
that date, or early in the sixth century, 
800 years before a newspaper was known 
in Europe. 


The Tsing-Pao now appears as a book 


of 24 pages, octavo size, tied in a yel- 
low cover by two knots of rice paper. 
Each pago has seven columns, _and each 
column has"seven characters, or letters, 
which read from top to bottom. The 
types are made of willow wood. This 
is the "edition de luxe" officially recog- 
nized by the emperor, and the price of 
which ia about 24 cents a month. There 
is also a popular edition, got up rough- 
ly on poor paper and printed, or rather 
daubed, from a plate of engraved wax. 
This costs 16 cents per month and is 
issued an hour before the other. 


It is the official journal of the gov- 


ernment—the' "Times" of China. It 
gives all the details concerning the per- 
son of the emperor, his movements, his 
maladies, his remedies, the imperial 
decrees and the reports of the ministers, 
in the printing of whion every error is 
punished with death. 


It announces to nil the provinces the 


date whbh has been fixed by the em- 
peror for the people to change their 
summer hats for winter ones, which 
they are expected to do as one man. 
This journal is easy to read, for it ap- 
pears in an English translation in 
Shanghai. 


After the Tsing-Pao the most impor- 


tant paper in China is of modern date— 
the Ohin-Pao, or Shanghai 
News, 


founded in 1872. It has a circulation of 
some 15,000 copies, and at the close of 
the Franco-Chinese war Li Hung Chang 
made use of it—an innovation till then 
unknown—to influence public opinion 
and demonstrate by history the rights 
of the Chinese over Anam. 


Chinese newspapers are usually print- 


ed on yellow paper, which is changed to 
bine in case of mourning and red ou 
gala days. One paper has three editions 
each day—on yellow paper in the morn- 
ing, gray at noon and white at night— 
so that the sellers cannot substitute one 
edition for another in serving their cus- 
tomers. Another journal has a title 
which signifies "the reproduction of 
what it is necessary to know," all given 
on a couple of pages, octavo size. They 
readily attempt to "en-Chinese" foreign 
words, as, for instance, the word "tele- 
phone" is made to read "te-il foung." 


The Chinese press, like many of their 


other institutions, has remained station- 
ary for 1,000 years, but is now bogm- 
ning to wake up and modernize itself.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Organized at tbe Capital Keiterday and 


Prepared to Execute the Sanitary 
and Quarantine Lows. 
The members of the State Board of 


Health met at the Capital yesterday 
nd were called to order by Governor 
sadler, preparatory to effecting an or- 
anization.

1ESOLUTIONS REGARDING TRANSPORTATION 


OF LIVE STOCK. 


f)r. Patterson offered the following 


resolution: 


WHEREAS, Under the climatic con- 


ditions at present prevailing on the 
Pacific Coast our State is threatened 
with the invasion of large bands of 
cattle, horses and sheep from regions 
ying within tha quarantine line eatab- 
ished by the United States Govern 
ment; which animals are likely to con- 
vey diseases dangerous not only to the 
ive stock of this State but also to the 
lealth and well-being of our people. 
Therefore be it 


Resolved, That we pray the Governor 


of this State to issue bis proclamation 
forbidding the 
introduction of all 


horned cattle and horses into this State 
:rom across said United States quar- 
antine line except during the time be- 
iween the 15th day of November of 
each year and the 15th day of Febru- 
ary of the next succeeding year; also 
excepting horned cattle and horses 
in transit by rail across this State. 
Suuh horned cattle and horses in tran- 
sit not to be allowed to leave the oars 
within the boundaries of this State 
except for Uie paiposc ul teuiyutaiy 
resting and feeding at the quarantine 
station hereinafter provided for and to 
be established. 


That all sheep entering the State 


from across the quarantine line be re- 
quired to undergo inspection at said 
station by an officer of this Board, who 
shall if he finds them entirely free 
from all infectious or contagious dis- 
eases issue a certificate to that effect; 
which certificate shall relieve them 
from the restrictions otherwise imposed 
But if such certificate be not granted 
then said sheep shall not be permitted 
to leave said station except to be 
loaded upon the railroad cars and con- 
veyed without the boundaries of the 
State. 


Resolved, That a quarantine and in- 


spection station be established at the 
town of Verdi, Washoe county, Ne- 
vada. 


Resolved, That the owner or owners 


of sheep making application to this 
Board for inspection of their flocka 
and for bill of health for the same be 
required to accompany said application 
with a deposit of two and one-half 
cents per head on the number of sheep

ces of inspector.

HE CIFY OF RENO WAS JNCORPO- 


rated by a special Act of the Legisla- 


ture of the State of Nevada, approved March 
8,1897. It is the largest city on the line of 
the Central Pacific Railroad between Sacra- 
mento, California, and Ogden, Utah, has had 
a steady and coutinuousgicwth ever since its 
inception and is situated in the midst of the 
richest agricultural and stock raising country 
between the Sierra Nevada and the Rocky 
mountains 
Its resources are agricultural and 


)astoral rather than those of mines. It is the 
erminus of the V. & T- R. R. extending 
south with its connection three hundred and 
ifty miles, and also of the N. C. & O. R. R. 
extending north eighty miles. 
It is the seat 


of the State University, of the State Hospital 
for Mental Diseases, and of the State Agricul- 
tural Society. At the general election of 
1896 it cast 1300 votes and its present esti- 
mated jjojjiihinon it. &,5ou. 
lie nv^f-sscu- valua- 


:ion in the yeas 1897 was the sum of $1,745,- 
$90 which was upon a low and fery conserva- 
tive basis of valuation.. Its total bonded in- 
debtedness from all sources is $45,000. 
The 


total rate of taxation in the year 1897 for 
State, county, and local purposes was $2.87 
on each one hundred dollars valuation. 


By its Incorporation Act the City is author- 


ized, subject lo an affirmative vote of its elec- 
tors 'o issue its bonds in a sum not exceeding 
$150,000 for procuring water and construct- 
ing municipal water works, and in a necessary 
sum for constructing municipal electric light 
works. A special election was culled by the 
City Council for October 7, 1897 at which 
election the electors of the ci y voted in favor 
of bonding the city in the sum of $130,000 
for municipal water works and in the sum of 
$20,000 for a municipal electric light plant by 
a vote of 409 in favor of and 130 against 
In December 1897 an action in quo warranto 
was instituted in the Supreme Court of Ne- 
vada by Mr. A. G. Fletcher in which the con- 
stitutionality of the Incorporation Act was as- 
sailed upon twelve distinct grounds and also in 
which the legality, regularity, and sufficiency 
of the special election held on October 7 
1897, was questioned.

TROOPS AND DRINK. 


The Carton* Statistics Showing What Eu- 


ropean Nations Far *°* Them. 


The friends and advocates of "nni- 


Tergal peace" and the foes of intemper- 
ance and inebriety are pretty generally 
agreed that the expenses attending war 
and war armaments and liquid bever- 
ages of an intoxicating or exhilarating 
kind are unduly large. There is an old 
proverb—it is not a Swiss proverb, of 
course—to the effect that a man who 
drinks more than he should "drinks 
like a Swiss," and it is for this reason, 
perhaps—and residents of the republic 
of Switzerland say for no better one— , 
that the fame of residents of Switzer- 
land for sobriety is not as~farreaching 
as the fame of the Scotch, for instance, 
for frugality. 
A recent computation 


which has appeared shows that the an- 
nual expenditures of the Swiss for wine, 
beer, oider and brandy are 176,000,000 
francs, six times as much as is spent on 
the army. Germany expends, or, more 
properly, individual Germans expend, 
$500,000,000 a year on liquid refresh- 
ments, distilled or fermented—chiefly 
beer and Rhine wine—and 1120,000,- 
000 a year on the German army. France 
expends in a year $600,000,000 on 
drink, chiefly wine, and |140,000,000 
a year on the maintenance of the army 
of the republic. The Italians expend 
$350,000,000 a year for liquors, wines 
and cordials and $65,000,000 for the 
Italian army, the expenditures being in 
about the same ratio as in other nations. 


Austria-Hungary expends less upon 


liquor in a year than any other country 
of the first class in Europe, amounting 
to about $236,000,000, though persons

however, is not the case. In the moun- 
tainous districts, particularly in the 
Tyrol, Transylvania and in Croatia, 
very little wine is drunk, and though 
Hungary produces a large and steadily 
increaasirjg amount of wine a very large 
proportion of it is exported to other 
countries. .Relatively not much of it is 
kept for home consumption. 


The Austria-Hungarian army costs 


$70,000,000 a year, or less than one- 
third of the cost of the liquors con- 
sumed in a year. The Russians expend 
$800,000,000 ft year in liquors and 
$150,000,000 a year, or one-half 
as 


much, for the maintenance of (he army. 
England expends $480,000,000 a year 
on beer, ale, wine, porter, gin, ram and 
smoky whisky and $90,000,000 a year 
on the maintenance of the British army. 


No one knows exactly how much, is 


spent in the United States on liquor in 
a year, especially in prohibition stetes, 
but it is supposed that the whisky tak- 
en for medicinal purposes costs eauh 
year more than does the maintenance 
of the regular army.—New York Sun.
